The Church Bells 


By Rov. L. D. Rustin 
| The ringing of church bells 
| is one of the oldest traditions of 
churches in their total com- 
munity influence. According to 
the Encyclopedia Britannica 
church bells were being used 
in France as early as 550 B. C. 
According to the most authenic 
zecords Pope Sabinianus (604) 
was the first to use church 
bells. It is quite certain that the 
first bells used in churches were 
not cast in one piece, but were 
plates of iron or bronze riveted 
together to form a quadrangle. 
Later bells were cast in various 
sizes and shapes so that it be- 
came possible to develop a car- 
rillion capable of playing com- 
plicated tunes. The most com- 
mon bell metal is a mixture of 
copper and ten in a; ratio of four 
to one. This mixture has also 
varied from time to time. 

With the development of bells 
bell ringing also became a high- 
ly developed art. The history of 
bell ringing and its art would 
make a most interesting article 
of its own. One of the most 
important results of the de- 
|velopment of the art of bell 
[ringing has been its influence 
[upon church architecture. Most 
of the world famous towers 
were built to house bells. We 
usually associate a tower or 
steeple with a church and think 
of it as suggesting the thoughts 
of men toward God. This is true, 
but basically the spire or tower 
is for housing the bells. 

Cast bells are still in use in 
many great churches and some 
of our modern churches use 
them. The Bok Singing Tower 
at Lake Wales is one of the 
most famous bell towers in 
America. The Duke University 
Chapel tower in Durham, North 
Caroling is another to mention 
only two of comparative mod- 
ern times. But the most popu- 
lar types of bells or carrillion 
used today are electronic bells. 
This is a bell tone produced 
electronically and sent out 
through loud speakers placed in 
church towers or spires. 

This is the kind of; bells used 
in the Community Methodist 
Church in our city. The type 
used here is one of the most 
simple types. It is a part of a 
rather complicated sound sy- 
stem within the church, but its 
operation is simple. It is attach- 
ed to a Hi-Fi record turn-table 
which feeds through a 150 watt 
ampliphier and through four 
large speakers in the church 
steeple. It is capable of being 
heard for one and one half 
miles. These bells or chimes can 
also be played from the organ 
by the organist and channeled 
through the same electronic 
system. 

Because of technical difficulty 
the Community Church Chimes 
have not been played since last 
spring, but recently 
have been made and now they 
are heard each day at noon and 
each Sunday morning and even- 
ing. Since some of the electronic 
parts are new it will require 
some days before the volume 
and tone can be satisfactorily 
adjusted, but this is being done. 

At the same time that the 
tower chimes were repaired ad- 
ditional sound equipment was 
installed throughout the inside 
of the church. Recorded music, 
the worship services from the 
Sanctuary and the organ may 
be heard in the chapel and in 
the nursery rooms.

You still have ample time to 
get the project underway, be- 
cause the rose planting season 
has been delayed. 

Listen for the first robin of | 
winter. This is a sure sign that 
planting time is here. Weather 
is also a factor. 

The warm weather that last- 
ed through much of December 
prevented roses from becoming 
dormant. Therefore, commer- 
cial nurserymen were unable to 
dig and market their planting 
stocks earlier.

You may purchase rose bush- |~ 


es in three forms. These are 
bare roots, in containers or bur- 
lap wrapped. The latter is called, 
infant style because of the tri- 
angle burlap and damp bottom. 

For the procrastinator, con- 
tainer-grown roses can be plant- 
ed later, but will cost a fancy 
price. 

Varieties to plant can be a 
problem. Old-fashioned favor- 
ites have advantages over the 
newcomers, These include such 
roses as Louis Phillippe, Minnie | 
Francis, Marie Van Houtte and | 
Safrano. Often they thrive| 
where the modern hybrids suc- | 
cumb to the deep South's trop- | 
ical temperatures, high humid- | 
ity and diseases. | 

Except for the most dedicated 
hobbyist, the modern hybrid | 
roses are the hardest to grow.

Plant roses for cut flowers 
in a separate cutting garden, be- 
cause they're far from hand- 
some if pruned properly, cover- 
ed most of the time with pro- 
tective fungicides and stripped 
of flower buds daily. 

Select a site in a sunny loca- 
tion. In the event the bed is lo- 
cated near large plants, protect 
the rose bushes from marauding 
roots with a sheet of metal roof- | 
ing buried vertically along the 
side of the bed. | 

Prepare the planting site 
prior to securing the rose bush- 
es. If the soil is loose, light and 
sandy, remove it to a depth of 
15 inches and replace with com- 
post of rotted leaves, cow man- 
ure and rich hammock soil. For 
best growth, be sure the replac-| 
ed material is quite acid. Many | 
sandy soils in south Florida con- | 
tain too much lime for best rose | 
production, say University of} 
Florida rose specialists. | 

Choose an overcast day for | 
planting. First check the plant 
carefully and cut back the bush | 
to four or five eyes. Trim off| 
all broken roots. | 

Be sure the planting holes are | 
large enough to accommodate | 
the roots without crowding. In|

most critically. 

The announcement of Col.

Solohub of the Jax office 
of U. S. Engineers that bids 
on parts of the Kissimmee Riv- 
er plan are being asked, is the 
initiation of construction. 

Bids are being opened Feb. 
27 on a $1.5 million navigation 
lock and canal spillway struc- 
ture on the Kissimmee River, 
located some eight miles west 
of the town of Okeechobee. The 
structure will be one of six such 
Jocks and spillways to be con- 
structed om the 58-mile water- 
way between Lake Kissimmee 
and Lake Okeechobee. 

Designed as a flood control 
measure, it is planned, under 
later contracts to dredge the 
Kissimmee River to a depth of 
about 30 feet. When completed, 
the Kissimmee River floodway 
will virtually eliminate flood 
damage over a 758-square-mile 
area.

Questions & Answers 
For Farmer-Income Taxpayers 


“The remarkable aspect of our tax system,” Mr. Laurie W. 
Tomlinson, District Director of Internal Revenue Service said 
today, “is based on individual self-assessment and voluntary 
compliance. It is a systerh, as someone once has said, ‘of taxa- 
tion by confession’. ” 

The self-assessment feature of our tax system is based on the 
good faith of the American people and their continued willing- 


ness of reporting income and deductions accurately. “We are 


keenly aware,” Director Tomlinson said, “that in turn this good 
faith is largely dependent upon the public's general confidence 
that the tax laws are operated fairly and impartially and that 
each and everyone is paying his proper share of taxes. It is our 
aim to see that this public confidence is warranted and increased. 
To do this we are going to devote our efforts to improving tax 
administration by:—better service to the taxpayer; a reasonable, 
although vigorous, enforcement of the tax laws; and—curbing 
of abuses in the reporting of income and the claiming of deduc- 
tions.” 

In giving better service to taxpayers IRS is stepping up its 
public information program. “I believe of particular interest to 
many readers of this paper,” Mr. Tomlinson said, “will be the 
series of question and answer articles that Commissioner Caplin 
has had prepared from discussions he has had on the farmer 
and taxes. Readers with income will find these articles helpful to 
them in answering questions that they may have on the prepara- 
tion of their tax returns.” 

Before we start on specific questions, do you have any gen- 
eral advice regarding taxes you might give farmers? 


I would first like to express my appreciation for an opport- 

| unity to answer questions of interest to farmers. Farmers from 

the largest business group filing Federal income tax returns; they 

file nearly one-third of the total business returns filed, We at 

Internal Revenve Service are vitually interested in seeing that 

the returns are as nearly correct as possible when we receive 
em.

No businessman, whether he be engaged in farming or any 


| other type of business, can file a correct return unless adequate 
| records of business income and expenses are maintained through- 
out the tax year. I strongly urge each of you not only to main- 
| tain adequate records but as good records as possible. I am sure 
vou will find that such action will not only benefit your govern- 
ment but you, as business people, as well. 


Where could a farmer secure help in devising a system 
| for maintaining his records? 


‘There are many sources of information for this. We publish 
a booklet, the Farmer’s Tax Guide, which gives a brief illustra- 
tion of a form the records might take. I understand that many 
farm machinery manufacturers have devised farm account books 
which they will provide to farmers, and also that some banks in 
agricultural areas have record books of this type. The local De- 
partment of Agriculture offices will supply account books, and 
are an excellent source of information. Of course, our local Inter- 
nal Revenue offices will be more than happy to answer any ques- 
tions along this line. 


Do you feel a farmer needs any special skills to maintain 
| good records? 


s I certainly do not. Good records can be very simple and 
informal and require little time to maintain. I do believe, though, 
that the secret of keeping accurate records is to record the var- 


ious transactions when they occur, and not to depend on memory 
at a later date. 


| 


What records does the Internal Revenue Service require 
farmers to maintain? 


Our only requirements as to accounting records of farmers 
are that the records maintained be sufficient to enable the far- 
mer to accurately prepare his tax return and for the Internal 
Revenue Service to determine the correctness of the return filed. 


What type of record books should be used? 


| There are no requirements whatsoever as to what type of 
record books should be used or in what manner or form the re- 
| cords should be maintained. The records need only meet the 
requirements I stated in reply to the previous question. How- 
ever they should be systematic and show all the receipts and 
| expenditures for the year. They should also show the cost of so- 
| called permanent assets and additions or improvements to per- 
manent assets. These are assets and improvements having a use- 
ful life extending substantially beyond the taxable year in which 
purchased. This is necessary because the cost of these assets may 
not be deducted in the year they are purchased, but a substantial 
portion of their cost may be deducted as depreciation over the 
period of their usefulness in th farm business. 


Any other advice on records? 


Be sure to keep all documents which can be used as evid- 
ence of a transaction such as cancelled checks, sales slips, in- 
voices, and receipts. On an audit of a return, those items would 
be needed. Before we leave the subjct of records, I would again 
like to point out that it is certainly to the farmer's or any other 
businessman’s advantage to keep as good and complete records 
as possible. Good records not only enable the preparation of an 
acurate tax return, but are an invaluable business asset. They 
are useful in credit applications, for measuring the efficiency 
of the farming operation, and for innumerable other business 
Purposes.
